Twelfth Night was performed last night with very good effect.— 
Miss M. Tree and Miss Loves, and the rest of the vocalists gave great 
delight by their manner of executing the Songs, Ducts, and Glees, in- 
troduced. 


The new melo-drame of Ali Pacha went off extremely well. Mr. 
W. Farren’s representation of the aged and ferocious chieftain, is 
full of strong markings of the character. He excellently exhibits the 
martial spirit bursting forth from beneath the weight of years—and 
all the cold-blooded policy of the heartless grey-beard. The piece it- 
self is not quite so well dramatised as might have been wished ;—but 
much effect is produced by the character of 4/i; and the allusions 
to the struggles of the Greeks to effect their independence from a 
barbarian yoke, are grateful to the feelings of every friend to their 
cause, who may be said to consist of every one of us that boast of 
being Britons, and who know and enjoy the fruest liberty that any 
state exists under. 

Miss PATON, we are most happy to find is recovering, and will on 
Monday appear again as Polly in The Beggars’ Opera—and on Wed- 
nesday, as Mandane in the Opera of Artaxerxes. 





DRURY-LANE. 


Mr. Youne again represented Hamlet, last night. His performance 
of this arduous character was marked by all its former distinguished 
beauties :---in the cloget-scene with the Queen, he obtained the loud- 
est applause. His attitude when the Ghost enters, was generally 
considered very fine. 


Mr. Munnen acted Polonius, to which he gives a rich effect that 
renders this personage very amusing. Some, indeed, have thought that 
he makes it too entertaining for an Officer of State. This is a ques- 
tion for Lord Chamberlains or Sovereigns to answer. But we rather 
think that there are prolix and good-humored, and somewhat. weak- , 
headed, Lords of the Household to be found in many Courts. 


Madame Vesrris as Ophelia, looked interesting, and sung with, 
truly plaintive melody.

_. THE COURTER AND MR, HARLEY. 

A Theatrical Critie in The Courier of last night, speaks thus of 
Mr. Hartty’s performance of Goldfinch, in Hoicrorr’s Comedy of 
The Road to Ruin, acted on Tuesday Evening. 

“ Harley was Goldfinch, and gave us straddling, swinging, grimace, 
and buffoonery, for ease, humor, and vivacity. It was decidedly the 
worst perfermed character in the play, and resembled nothing so 
much as what we might conceive a knowing groom would be with 
money in his pocket. We remember Lewis in this character ; but 
he infused just enough of good breeding and refinement iuto it to shew 
that Goldfnch, though a gambler and a jockey, had once been neither 
Harley played it as if he had been born and educated in a stable.” 

The ignorance of the character of Goldfinch displayed in this av- 

ticle, is sufficient to render the wise Critie’s remarks nugatory with all 
who ‘have seen or read attentively the play of The Road to Ruin. To 
talk of Goldfinch having at any period been possessed of a spark of 
* good breeding,” or “ refinement,” is laughable indeed. Why Gold- 
feuch’s father was“ a Sugar Baker”—his grand-father “ @ Slop- 
seller” —“ kept a gig!—knew nothing of life—never drove four !” 
very like “ breeding” this—“ Breeding t---Look at my Spurs’’---Re- 
finement !-—“ Turf or turnpike, keep the best of cattle---walk, trot, 
or gallop-—run, amble, or canter---laugh at every thing on the road--- 
give *em ail the go-by---beat the trotting Butcher !---gentleman !--- 
that’s your sort!--There’s “ refinement !’---If this is not “ stable- 
boy’language we don’t know what else to call it. The said wise 
Critic talks Of having seen Lewis in this character---we, also, have 
seen him perform it, and always felt that he did not descend to the 
proper level of the part; indeed Lewis could not divest himself of a 
certain air of gentility which in Goldfinch was quite out of character 
In our humble opinion Mr. Harley has skilfully acted up to his author, 
and not gone one jet beyond what the language of the part warranted. 
That he :enders Goldfinch highly amusing all admit.
